An au tomobile driv en by E. W. 
Annis, of Indianapolis, era shed into 
the pedestal lamp at the Peoples Na­ 
tional bank corner shortly after noon 
today and the occu pants of the ma­ 
chine, which inclu ded 
Mrs. 
Annis, 
their son 
John, and 
their 
maid, 
Lou ise Du ncan, had a narrow escape 
from seriou s inju ry . 
Mr. Annis was attempting to tu rn 
north in Main street from East Sec­ 
ond street and as he was making the 
tu rn the machine driv en by J. 1>. (’u se 
came sou th in Main. 
In tu rning tin* 
corner he made a wide 
tu rn 
and 
thou ght he w a s going to crash into 
the Ease au to. After he saw that the 


< a s c machine was in the clear he did 
not hav e tiim* to straighten his ma­ 
chine and it crashed into the heav y 
pedestal lamp. 
The machine stru ck the base of 
the lamp, lore it loose and knocked 
tlu * lop part completely off. 
Lu ck­ 
ily the lamp fell across the sidewalk 
and not back o v e r the machine. The 
occu pant s of tlie* machine were ail 
more o r l e s s bru ised bu t their inju ­ 


r i e s practically amou nt to nothing. 
Mrs. Annis, who was in the front 
seat with her hu sband, was thrown 
itcross the wind shield. 
The 
little 
boy saw that the crash was coining 
and ju mped ju st as it hit. 
lie was 
thrown heav ily to the pav ement bu t 
was not hu rt, being more frightened 
than any thing. 
The crash was heard for sev eral 
blocks and a large crowd soon gath­ 
ered. The front ax le of the au tomo­ 
bile was badly battered bu t the ma­ 
chine was not damaged as mu ch as 
wou ld be ex pected, considering the 
force with which it hit the lamp. 
Mr. Annis stated immediately af­ 
ter the accident that his attention 
had been called to tin* cou rt hou se 
clock ju st as he was making Ihe tu rn 
and that this in a way detracted his 
attention from the approaching ma­ 
chine. J. D. Ease is held in no way 
responsible for the accident as he 
was on the right side of the street.

refreshment 
parlors. This is said to be the high­ 
est May temperatu re in many y ears. 
Unless rain comes soon, seeds will 
dry in ihe baked farm land and bu ds 
will wither away on fru its and lor­ 
ries. 
Farmers art* worried ov er the 
crop prospects. 
Wheat, corn 
and 
oilier crops are endangered from the 
sweltering drou ght which has been 
prev ailing not only ov er Ru sh cou nty 
bu t ov er the entire cou ntry . 
You ng clov er and corn are 
ttie 
crops su ffering the most 
from the* 
heat and absence of moistu re. ' The 
grou nd is so heav ily cru sted that the 
shoots cannot break 
throu gh 
and 
those which are ju st showing abov e 
the su rface cannot make progress. 
Many fanners are 
taking 
light 
rollers and robing their own fields. 
This breaks the cru st enou gh to per­ 
mit the plants to come u p at the same 
time, will not damage them. 
There is u su ally a drou ght at this 
time of each y ear and many of the 
older farmers believ er it will do no 
great damage to tin* crops as they 
say that at this time of the 
y ear, 
rain cannot he long forth-coming. 
Althou gh 
no 
heat 
prostrations 
hav e been reported in the city , ex ­ 
cessiv e heat probably will effect some 
of the phy sically weak people u nless 
there is 
relief. 
The 
discornfortu e 
of the sweltering afternoons is the 
chief effect u pon residents of the city 
who do not hav e the farm lands to 
consider.

“The situ ation has been v ery en­ 
cou raging,” said Secretary Tu mu lty , 
bu t to say that a protocol has al­ 
ready been drawn is v ery prematu re. 
The dou btfu l grou nd 
is being 
cu t 
down and we are hopefu l that defi­ 
nite action will soon he in s sight.” 
Secretary of State Bry an confirm- 
d the report that mu nitions of war 
for General Hu erta had been landed 
recently at Pu erto Mex ico by the Ger­ 
man steamships Ypiranga and Ba­ 
v aria. 
This news reached Washing­ 
ton y esterday , bu t was receiv ed with 
skeptisism

State corroborated it.

Lawns 
I should never be rak ed with an iron 
rak e, ex cept to prepare them for the 
sowing of grass seed, tor such rak ­ 
ing ha rrows up

Neither 
should they he swept. 


It tile diligent caretak er of l a w n 
must follow up the cutting by some 
1 other operation, only a wooden rak e 
should he used, and this should he 
employ ed carefully so as not to dis­ 
turb such of the grass clippings as 
have sifted down around the roots. 
These grass 
clippings 
that 
settle 
! around the roots afford them a very 
I important protection 
and will 
do 
J much to k eep the lawn in fine condi­ 
tion when there is lack of rain Inter 
in the season, for they will hold the 
moisture and'act as a shield 
from 
the sun. 
In fact, the grass cuttings 
arc generally needed about the roots, 
and should not 
detract 
from 
the 


l ook s of the lawn, 
for 
they 
soon 
shrivel, dry up, and work their way 
down, so that they are no longer no­ 
ticed. 
Grasses are naturally cool- 
elimatc plants and are liable to he 
harmed by the hot sun about the 
roots.

Not Due to Bad Conditions. 


HE TAKES ISSUE WITH THEM 


Declares he is Aware of Depression 


But That There is Evidence it 


is Purely Phsycological. 


CBy United Press.) 


Washington, May 
28.—President 


Wilson today took sharp issue with a 
delegation of his; business men from 
Ohio and Illinois who declared the 
agitation for anti-trust 
legislation 


was depressing business. They asked 
him to postpone such legislation un- 
til an inter-state 
commission 
wa= 


created and until 
that 
commission 


recommended a new set of anti-trust 
laws. 


The president refused to agree to 


ihe plan, lie intimated that if busi- 
ness men continued to oppose the 
''moderate" amendment, the radical 
element in the country would force a 
more drastic measure. 


The visitors contended that thous- 


ands of men were out of work and 
business generally at a standtill be- 
cause of existing unsettled condition 
of business in the United States. 


The president directly contradictei 


this, lie-said the present Democra- 
tic policy is absolutely necessary tc 
satisfy the conscience of the coun- 
try. 
ITe said it was much better tc 


do it moderately and thoroughly now 
than radically later on. 


He said that while he was aware 


of the depression, there will aknii- 
dant evidence that it was merely 
phsycological and insisted there was 
no reason why business should not 
be in a most prosperous condition 
now. lie asked co-operation of ti 
visitors.

and that the guns and ammunition 
would be returned to Germany. 


While this intimation came from 


official cources here the tip evidently 
was wrong in view of the news from 
Puerto, Mexico. The incident seems 
to possess even graver significance 
in view of the fact (hat another Ger- 
man ship, the Batavia, was also per- 
mitted to land her cargo of war mun- 
itions. 


When Secretary Bryan was asked 


to explain why the United States in- 
tervened at Vera Cruz, but offered 
no obstacle at Peurlo, Mexico, he 
declined to discuss the matter.
